Remains of Fifty-five Persons 


taken From Wreck of 


Shoe Factory. 


BROCKTON. 
Mass.. 
March 
21. — A 


realization of the extent of the disaster 
which had come to the city of Brockton 
jesterday in the wrecking of the shoe 
factory of the K. B. Grovcr Company 
and the ensuing terrible loss of Hfe came 
more clearly to the citizens today when 
they awoke to a full knowledge of the 
horrors attendant upon the catastrophe. 


Ail night the work of searching for the 


bodies of victims of tho explosion and 
fire continued with unremitting zeal. The 
work was not rewarded after midnight 
by the finding of any additional bodies, 
until 1 o'clock today, when the remains 
of a human- being 
were, found in ihe; 


boiler pit. 
.

; 


ENGINEER'S BODY. 


Considering the mystery attached to 


the disappearance of David W. Rockwell, 
the engineer who was in charge of the 
boiler which exploded, the police believe 
the body found today was that of the 
engineer. 


A careful search of the boiler pit. in 


which the remains were found, resulted 
in the finding of a watch, the rubber heel 
of a shoe and a .torn piece of clothing, 
all of which were shown to Mrs. Rock- 
well, the wife of the engineer, and were 
identified by her as belonging to her hus- 
band. 


Then the police found a part of a 


chair with the pelvis of a human frarne 
in It. from 
which 
they inferred that 


Rockwell was sitting, beside his. boiler 
when the explosion came and was killed 
instantly. 


The police are satisfied that the report 


yesterday that the engineer had been 
taken out alive was due to the confusion 
of Rockwell with another employe. 


MANY MISSING. 


The body of Stephen Snow, S3 years 


old. one of the oldest workmen in the 
Grover plant, was identified today by his 
son.

The remains supposed to be those of 


th* engineer made the fifty-fourth body 
thus far 
taken from 
the ruined fac- 


tory. The figures at hand today showed 
that about 280 persons who were at work 
in the factory when the1 explosion oc- 
curred had been accounted for, and that 
between fifty and 100 persons are miss- 
ing.With reference to the blowing up of 
the boiler Josiah F. Gibbs. assistant en- 
gineer of the Brockton sewage station, 


who was with Engineer Rockwell at the 
Grower factory flve minutes before the. 
accident occurred, said today that -when 
he left Rockwell the steam was below- 
the safety limit and there was plenty of 
water In the glass, but that he-was run- 
ning the old boiler. 


WORKMEN DAZED.

The police today, in explaining the 


failure of a number of employes to re- 
port their escape, cited ^n Instance which, 
indicated to them 
that 
many of the 


workmen were dazed after the explosion. 
Joseph Jones escaped with a few bruises.1 
In a confused state o( mind he walked 
to another shoe factors' in the city, ap- 
plied for and was given employment, and 
In a mechanical sort of way he -worked 
through |he day. Not until he returned' 
to his home and found his family grief- 
stricken and mourning.htm as dead was, 
the man's brain sufficiently clear to en- 
able him to recall the incidents of the 
day;When, the boiler plowed Its way tip- 
ward 'through the factory many opera- 
tives were blown to pieces, .it Is believed, 
and this Is offered as accounting In part 
for the discrepancy between the number 
of bodies recovered from the ruins and 
the number reported missing.

tions of bi? dividends. 


The new law "has changed all tills. 


It is now necessary that bfeCore any 
one can enter business, either in an in- 
clivldual capacity or as u corporation, 
he must d^nosit $5,000 w'ti the Treas- 
urer, and 'n ?.ndition theret-j, he must 
pay to 'thr; Tr=!i.surer lQ...o.e'it.-j o£. every 
dollar which 1'ie receives until •such de- 
posit shall reach the sum o"T $100,000. 


After he has started his business he 


is required, to create a reserve fund, 
and such reserve fund consists o£ 40 
per cent of every .dollar which cornel 
into the coffers of the "deiler" in 
bonds, certificates, debentures or other 
Investments. The law not only 
ap- 


plies to people who will go into busi- 
ness, but it affei'a those who are al-

PLACING OF SACKS. 


Explaining this matter, 
Daly said 


today, In response to questions from 
THE TRIBUNE REPORTER: 


"Yesterday I placed the sack con- 


taining the( gold in the front part of 
the buggy .under my legs and under the 
laprobe. The sack with the silver coin, 
I put in the back part of the buggy 
and cover it over in such a manner 


I think it was overlooked by the 


robbers. I know that when the silver 
was found in the buggy by the Berke- 
ley officer, It was covered just as I had 
left it when I left the bank for Point 
Richmond. I was . accustomed, in dis- 
posing of the sacks, to put a blanket 
In the. back part of the buggy and 
leave the end of the blanket to hang 
temporarily over the tail of the box. I 
would then put in the sacks and t>-°u 
cover them with the overhanging part 
of the blanket. That used to hlde;them 
entirely. I would then drop back over 
the blanket the top of the buggy and 
then start on my Journey. The reason 
I put -the gold in one part of ^ tha 
buggy. and the silver in another, was 
to balance the vehicle so that it would 
not be too heavy in front or back or 
on either side. 


"My belief is that the robbers did 


not search beyond the front part of the 
buggy and for that reason did not see 
the other sack. Usually, robbers, re- 
gardless of consequences, take all they 
can lay their hands on." 


SHERIFF VEALE AT WORK. 
Sheriff Veale of Contra Costa county 


was in this city today with his deputy. 
Johnson. Both conferred with Chief 
Hodgkins with the hope of 
finding 


some clews to the perpertators of the 
crime, but the Chief had no informa- 
tion to give them. 


Shortly before noon 
Sheriff 
Veale 


took Frank Roche, one of the victims 
of the hold-up, with him in the buggy 
which figured in the robbery yester- 
day. They drove over the route taken 
yesterday by Roche and Daly on their 
way to the scene of the hold-up. The 
vettcle was drawn by the same horse 
that was then used. The purpose was 
to ascertain whether any person could 
identify the outfit as that '-which had 
taken the robbers away from., the 
scene of the crime. There ls.no doubt 
that this vehlaie figured in the escape 
Such being the case. Sheriff Veale 
thought some passer-by or some per- 
son working along the route 
might 


have noticed what kind of man or men 
occupied it In the flight and thus -be 
able to give some definite description 
of the fleeing rubber*.

PARIS, March 21.— The Foreign .Of - 


fice says the French Minister at Car- 
acas has not presented an ultimatum 
to Venezuela, .and no French warships 
have been sent to Venezuela. 


The statement to that effect results 


from the publication, in London news- 
papers of dispatches saying the pres- 
entation of an ultimatum had been 
followed by the dispatch of two war- 
ships. 


The officials here are surprised and 


displeased at the .reports, which they 
construe as tending to force the hand 
o£ France into a more aggressive and 
belligerent policy than anything France 
contemplates. 


Intimations are that 
the United 


States occupies the best \position to 
send warships owing to the length of 
time the American controversy with 
Venezuela has been pending, whereas 
the French controversy is of compar- 
ative recent origin and has'- not yet Been 
decided by the courts. 


The instructions 'sent to the French 


Minister at Caracas directed that dip- 
lomatic representations be made .rela- 
tive to the holding up of the vested 
rights of the cable company, but did 
not contemplate threats or an ultima- 
tum as the authorities say the affair 
has'no gravity calling for steps of such 
a warlike character. Up to /noon today

THREATEN TO COLLAPSE 


MANY ARE ALREADY WRECKED 


NEW YORK March 21.—Disclosures 


following the collapse of nine partially 
completed 
flat 
buildings 
since the 


thaw set in last Saturday have caused 
the city authorities to stop work on 
many structures and to put under the 
double surveillance of special inspec- 
tors several scores of other structures 
in the course of erection. • 


An investigation into the methods 


of the Bureau of Buildings, which may 
cause a revolution in the department 
also has been inaugurated. 


Borough President Ahearn took per- 


sonal charge of the matter and learn- 
ed of the existence of a "speculative 
flat house building" craze whereby 
buildings are sold from their plans 


. and put up so rapidy that since the 


first of the year It has been possible 
to build six stories of stone founda- 
tion and brick wall, despite laws which 
expressly prohibit the .erection of wall 
or pier'or parts in freezing weather. 


Superficial investigation showed htm 


seventy-five instances of buildings in 
the northern sections of the city all 
of which It was admitted had been 
rushed to completion, although on not 
one day since January 1 has the mer- 
cury failed .to fall below the freezing 
point. 


That a great death roll has not fol- 


lowed the fall of the buildings is at- 
tributed only to the best of fortune 
Even after the walls had begun to set- 
tle in many of them, men are said to 
have been at work, but the collapse 
held off until they had gone, or hap- 
pened before.

21. — President 


Benjamin Ide "Wheeler of the University, 
of California, announced today, upon his 
return from the East, that the War De- 
partment at Washington, in deference to 
united requests from the land grant col- 
leges of the United States, is to make 
important concessions to all the univer- 
sities where military 
training Is re- 


quired, which will have the1 effect, It is 
hoped, of lessening the disfavor in which 
the military feature of college instruction 
is held at nearly all these institutions. 


It is proposed by the "War Department, 
says President "Wheeler, that the drill- 
ing period, which hitherto has lasted for 
three years of a collegian's life, shall,be 
reduced to two years, and that instead 
of five hours of drill and guard rnount- 
'ing each week three hours only will be 
required. 
It appears that while the University of 


California joined with all the other land 
grant colleges, so called, in begging the 
War Department to moderate the severity 
of its requirements, the news of 
the 


California institution's co-operation with 
other institutions in this matter has just 
become known," President Wheeler hav- 
ing decided to make public the facts in 
view of the approaching action of the 
"War Department in the matter. 


The riot in which the class in military 


Instruction at the University participated 


last term, when Captain Hance's famous 
:;marchmg order was enforced,/ with its 
train of conflicts between students and 
military instructors. Is supposed to have 
influenced the . California University to 
join with other colleges in asking for an 
abatement 
of 
military 
requirements, 


though President Wheeler does not admit 
that the Nance episode affected the mat- 
ter.It is confessed by President Wheeler 
that the military part of the college cur- 
riculum has 
been rather perfunctorily 


carried out, it being almost impossible 
to exact from the students .all that the 
college regulations call for in the way of 
military drill, and whieh the War De- 
partment expects when it details an army 
officer to drill and teach the students 
in military affairs. 


President Wheeler paid particular at- 


tention while in the East to the relation 
which agricultural farms sustain to agri- 
cultural colleges, with a view to ascer- 
taining the best method of locating such 
a farm with regard to it« proximity to the 
agricultural college. As a result of this 
investigation he says that it will be most 
unwise, in the opinion of experts In this 
work, to have the farm farther than a 
few miles from the agricultural college. 
The farm is not-to be a model farm, if 
the besjt models in the East, such ad 
the Iowa and 
Illinois institutions are 


followed, but rather a laboratory for the 
students in the agricultural college.

MALICIOUS WORK HAS ONLY CALLED PUBLIC

The writer'has had considerable to 


say of late in these columns regarding 
building and loan matters.
